Rafael Reyes, the special minister from 
Colombia, practically Initiated his mis- 
sion when

called upon 
President 


Rooaevelt at the White House today and 
told him why he had come to Washing- 
ton. General Reyes was accompanied by 
Secretary Hay who Introduced him to 
the President, and by Dr. Herr.in, the 
Colombian 
Charge.

presentation 
took place In the Blue parlor, wiiere all 
regular ambassadors and ministers are 
received, but the President Infused so 
much cordiality into his greeting that 
this occasion was a little out of the or- 
dinary.
